Captain S c o t t ’s Observa­ 
t io n s by the odolite on J a n u a r y 18th, 
fixed the pole within h a l f a mile of 
A m u n d s e n ’s ob servation s.

c a m p within three m i * ‘B of tho polo. 
S ev era l p hotograp hs of Scott and 
his co m ra de s at the pole were ob­ 
ta in e d .

di tion gave great anxiety but good 
p r o g r e s s was made on the 
return 
j o u r n e y , ove rthe g r e a t 
plateau in 
m e d i u m weather.

i n g the Beard m ore g lacier, Dr. Wil­ 
son 
and Lieut. B o w e r s collected a
